Mr. Borden declared that it was the 
general desire of Canada to stand by 
the empire, adding that his party was 
on that side. “Canada,” the leader oi 
the opposition said, ‘‘should get busy 
and be ready for war; if war came it 
would be like a bolt from the blue. 
All haste should be made, as now was 
the time to prepare for any sudden 
emergency.”” 

The president of the ©. P. R. de- 
clured that the railway was both a 
manufacturer and consumer, and he 
compared this system of 3,000 miles in 
1886 with 10,000 miles of today, In 
the old days, Sir Thomas said, the 
company had to become immigration 
agents, and they succeeded in getting 
many people to come to Canada. 
Still, he said, the great bulk of the 
population is east of the lakes, and 
this part of Canada must not be ne- 
elected. 

Hon. Charles Devlin also spoke, and 
all the speakers received most gener- 
ous applause.

Year's Consumption of Cigarettes

Ontario, and 326,712,000 in 
Quebec, There were 34,619 pounds of 
cigarettes imported during the same 
period which at an estimated weight 
of 2.8 pounds per 1,000 would repre- 
sent 12,363,000 cigarettes.

NEWS OF LONG LOST EXPLORER 


Missionary From Reindeer Lake Gives 
Information Received from the 
Eskimos of Andre's Death | 


Ottawa.—A very interesting story in 
connection with the long lost André, 
the explorer, who twelve years ago 
left Spizbergen in a balloon in search 
of the North Pole and never returned, 
has been told in an interview by Bis- 
‘hop Albert Pascal of Prince Albert 
who has been the guest of the Oblate 
Fathers in Ottawa and has now left 
for his diocese. Bishop Pascal has 
charge of an immense territory ex- 
tending even as far north af the pole. 
His story had to do with the country 
in the eastern portion of his diocese 
between Saskatchewan and Hudson 
Bay. There is a young priest, Father 
Turquotille, a: member of the Oblute 
Order who resides at Reindeer Lake, 
who had travelled extensively among 
the Eskimos in the northern part of 
the region in order to learn the 
language. On one occasion he went 
with a nomadic party about six days’ 


journey to the northeast of Reindeer, 


Lake and there met another party of 
[santa Noticing a revolver which 
| the priest carried the Bskimos told 
him that some years before a ‘white 
house had descended from the sky and 
contained white men who had Killed 
many caribou to supply themselves 
with food.” 

They intimated that the white men 
were in a _ half starved condition, 
None of the men were now living, 
they stated, but the “white house’ 
was still in existence and was used by 
members of the tribe as a sort of sup- 
ply house for rope with which it was 
covered, It is thought that this may 
explain the disappearance of Andre 
and his companions, as Andre may 
| have landed at the place indicated 
and perished, Father Turquotille, 
said Bishop Pascal, will make another

ton, for Corinto, on the Pacific Const 
of Nicaragua, the activity of the Ld

The cruisers Des Moines and Ta- 
coma, and the gunboat Marietta, are 
lying off Port Limon. Costa Rica, 
ready for any call upon them and the 
guns of the gunboat Vicksburg are 
pointed towards the custom house and 
town of Corinto. 

The gunboat Princeton is en‘eavor. 
ing to make her way from the Bremer 
ton navy yard, Wash., to Corinto also. 
With the probability of many delicate 
situations arising in Nicaragua and 
demanding immediate response, the 
navy department decided to send a 
flug officer to Nicaragua to take com- 
mand of the American naval forces, 
and Rear-Admiral W. W._ Kimball 
was chosen for the duty. He sailed 
for Colon, Panama, on the Prairie. 
He will make his way from there to 
Corinto doubtless as rapidly as pos- 
sible. Admiral Ktmball has been a 
member of the naval boards of retire- 
ments and as constructer for more 
than a year.

Mexico City.—The Mexican press 
comments editorially in sarcastic 
terms on the action of the United 
States in severing relations with Ni- 
caragua.

NEW BRUNSWICK’S VARSITY. 


Mount Allison Is Steadily Growing 
In Position. 


The University of Mount Allison at | 


Sackville, New Brunswick, dates from 
the year 1862, when, in accordance 
with an Act of the Legislature of New 
Brunswick, passed in 1858, a collegiate 
organization was effected, and the 
work of instruction was commenced. 
The internal adminisigation of the 
university has been cfriied on upon 
strictly non-secturian principles, and 
members ‘of ull denominations are 
found among the students. The own- 
ership of the institution, however, is 
vested in the Methodist Church of 
Canada. The General Conference ap- 
points a large number of the board 
of regents, to which, and to the sen- 
ate, the governinent of the university 
belongs. 

The total number of regular and 
special students, according to the last 
calendar, is about 175. There are ten 
rosident professors and one lecturer, 
and the full arts course is four years. 
In connection with the university 
are two schools, one for boys’ and one 
for girls. The latter is one of the fin- 
est of its kind in the Dominion, with 
an attendance of about 150 and a 
staff of twenty-five teachers. A new 
brick building is shortly to be erect- 
ed to accommodate the increasing at- 
tendance. The success of the school 
is largely due to the personality of 
the principal, Rev. Dr. Byron Bor- 
den, a member of the well-known 
Nova Scotia fam®&y which has given 
two leading statesmen to the Domin- 
ion.- The university buildings gener- 
ally are of a superior type, and are 
mostly constructed of the fine free- 


stone which abounds in the neighbor- | 


hood. The art building, a very hand- 
some structure, contuins a collection 
of paintings, mostly loaned by the 
Provincial Government, vulued at 
$80,000.

Humor In a’ Hymn Book, 
Most people are aware that the new 
Anglican Hymn Book, the Book of 
Common Praise, is now coming into 
use, but not so muny have heard of 
the annotated edition, compiled by 
Mr. James Edmund Jones, a Toronto 
barrister, the coOriverer and secretary 
of the compilation committee. ‘he 
notes appended to each hymn deal 
with its. history, the biography of the 
writer, and purticulurly the various 
readings of the hymn itself, It ap- 
ears that very few well-known hymna 

ave survived in ‘their original form. 
Sometimes the author himself has 
changed them, but more often various 


readings are devised by editors, both | 
for doctrinal and literary reasons. 


Some of the expressions used by the 
older hymn writers were more forcible 
than beautiful. For example, in Lop- 
lady's “Rock of Ages,’ the* line 
“When mine eyelids close in death, 
which has been tinkered a good deal 
by editors, appeared in ‘the original 
as ‘When my eyestrings break in 
death.””

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, I! Tim. iv, 1-18, 
Memory Verses, 6-8—Golden Text, 
Phil. 1-21—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


In our last study for the present on 
the life of Paul it would seem wise tu 
glunce at the whole epistle rather thun 
only at the last chapter. He is stilt 
of the same mind as when he wrote 
Cor. li, 2, determined to know nothing 
save Jesus Christ and Aim crucitied, 
for in this brief letter he mentions the 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit forty. 
eight times. His mind is stayed upon 
the Lord, concerning whom he says, 
“I know whom | have belleved and aw 
persuaded that He fs able to keep.” 

Our lesson chapter opens with a sol- 
emn charge in view of the judgment, 
and we are reminded of Kccles, xi, ¥; 
xii, 14, “Know thou that for all these 
things God, will bring thee into judg- 
ment;” als® of Matt. xil, 80, “Kvery 
idle word that men shall speak they 
shall give account thereof in the day 
of judgment.” Let us remind vur- 
selves that “the Father judgeth no 
man, but hath committed all judgment 
unto the Son, that all men should bun- 
or the Son even as they honor the f'a- 
ther” (John v, 22, 23). Believers who 
have died and who are resting from 
their labors, along with all living be- 
Nevers who shall be in a moment 
changed, shall appear for judgment ac 
the judgment seat of Christ for bellev- 
era only. Then there will be the judg. 
ment of living nations when He shail 
come with His saints to establish His 
kingdom, and a thousand years later 
the judgment of the rest of the dead 
at the great white throne. In due 
time and in due order there shull be 
4 resurrection both of the just aud the 
unjust and a judgment of all that bare 
ever lived. 

As His witnesses, His messengers, 
we are therefore to “preach the word” 
(verse 2), to preach the preaching 
which He bids us (Jonah iff, 2; Jer. i, 
7; Ezek, il, 7; ill, 11), being warned, as 
were the prophets and apostles, thut 
many will uot endure it, but, loving 
pleasure more than God and being sut- 
isfied with a form of godliness with- 
out the power (Ill, 4, 5), they will pre- 
fer lying, deceit and delusion to the 
truth of (jod (Isa xxix, 13; xxx, 8-12). 
‘The word for the faithful witness is, 
“Watch, endure, fulfill thy ministry,” 
“Please Him who bath chosen you,” 
“Study to show thyself approved unto: - 
God” (verse 5); il, 4). Many thinga 
look different when we come to the 
hour of our departure, but if by Hia 
gtace we have fought the good tight 
of faith and bave kept the fuith 
(verse 7; I ‘Tim, vi, 12) we may have 
boldness even in the day of judgment 
(1 Joho_iv, 1%). Fitness to meet Him 
depends wholly upon His great and 
all sufficient sacritice for.us. But wa 
will not be approved as Als redeeined 
ones uhless we have run the race well 
and been good soldiers of Jesus Christ, 
Our safety depends upon Him alone; 
our reward depends upon our faithful- 
ness, ‘he.crown here spoken of—the 
crown of righteousness—was not for 
Paul only, but for all who love Hin 
appearing (verse 8), The crown of 
life is for patiently enduring, the 
crown incorruptible for self denial, the 
crown of rejoicing for winning souls, 
the crown of glory for feeding the 
flock—four different lines of service, 
But this one {is for an attitude of soul 
fn all our service. Muny saved ones. 
do not love His appearing, and many 
postuiliennialists would be glad to see 
Him and.may be said to love His ap- 
pearing, although not looking for Him 
80 soon of in the same way as soirie 
others, If we receive one or nore or 
all of these crowns it will be that we 
may cast them at His feet and give 
Him all the glory (Rev. iv, 10, 11). 
These crowns, or rewards, are not

his reward,” but, as Paul says, “at 
that day," concerning which see Kev.

that Paul was not thinking of dying 
quietly in one’s bed with kind friends 
about bim, but he was ready to be 
offered as a sacrifice lu avy way His 
Lord might appoint. 

In verses, 9-15 note kow some are 
taken captive by the world and some 
openly withstand the word. But note 
also how some at one time considered 
unprofitable may later become profit- 
able. The closing verses of the lesson 
teach us to find our encouragewent 
where Paul found bis—in the Lord 
alove—and, though all tury away, from 
us (verse 16 and 4, 15), “He hath said, £ 
will never leave thee nor forsake thee,” 
#o that we may boldly say, I'he Lord 
is my helper; 1 will not. fear what 
man shall do unto “me'’’ (Heb. xill, 
6, 6). ‘The Lord stood with me and 
strengthened me” makes us think of

SILENT LEGISLATORS, 


Members of British Commons 
Never Speak. 
Most members of the British Parlia- 


Whe | 


to do a little talking in the House, 
if it be only to almost empty benches, 


have the pleasure of reading their 
utterances in the local paper. 
But, although Parliament is often 


members in the present House who 
have done their duty faithfully by 
their constituents, but have never 
opened their lips to say a single word. 
It is more than probable that they 
have been quite as efficient represent- 
atives of their constituents as the 
member who is always trying to catch 
the Speaker’s eye, and it is possible 
that the business of the country would 
be expedited if there were more of 
these silent members. 

Some Parliamentary families are, 
indeed, noted for their silence. Prob- 
ably no family has had more of its 
representatives in Parliament than 
the Tollemaches of Cheshire. But 
they have never been talkers. In- 
deed, there died not long ago one of 
them who hes sat for over thirty 
years in Parliament and had been 
known to raise his voice only once 
in debate during the whole of that 
period. 

The M.P. who” was actually known 
as “The Silent Member’ was Mr. W 
Bramston Beach, who was for some 
time “Father of the House,” and 
who sat for an agricultural division | 
in the southwest of England. He 
was in Parliament for forty-six years, 
and during the whole of that time 
was only known to speak on six oc- 
casions. He was not, however, a 
taciturn man, but he was often heard 
to declare that too much time was 
wasted in the House by talk, and he 
was determined not to add to the 
bulk of it. 

The present Father of the House, 
Sir John, Kennaway, a typical Eng- 
lish gentleman of the Sir Roger de 
Coverley pattern, is another silent 
member. Certainly he has made 
speeches in the House, but when he 
rises he is listened to with the re- 
spect which he deserves, but although 
he has been in Parliament for forty 
years it may be pretty safely said 
that his speeches combined would 
not tnake a very large pamphlet. 
Nevertheless, few members have done 
their duty by their constituents in a 
more conscientious, loyal, and wise 
manner than Sir John Kennaway. 

It would almost appear as if one 
chance of becoming Father of the 
Commons was dependent upon exer- 
cising a very wise discretion with re- 
gard to speech, for Sir Charles Bur- 
tell, who was “Father’’ at a period 
preceding Mr. Beach. and who held 
a seat in the House for over sixty 
years, was distinguished by the elo- 
quence of his silence. It is a remark- 
able fact that Sir Charles never dared 
to rise and address the House except 
once in all those sixty years: The 
exciting, important, and attractive 
ap ba which induced this reticent 
M.P. to break his ‘‘duck’’ was the 
introduction of a bill providing that 
housemaids should not be compelled 
by their employers to clean windows 
from the outside. 

But ever Sir Charles’ great feat of 
silence has been beaten, for General 
Forester, who represented the notuble 
constituency of Much Wenlock for 
nearly fifty years, never once allow- 
ed himself the luxury of speech in 
Parliament! It is said that all sorts 
of devices and plots were started, both 
by his admirers and detractors in 
order to induce or compel him to ad- 
dress the House at least once, but all 
these plots signally failed. 


“Bob's"’ Defeat In India. 

Tt is not generally known that 
all through his military career Lord 
Roberts, who has just celebrated his 
seventy-seventh birthday, has been 
one of the finest riders in the army. 
In his younger days he was nicknam- 
ed “Jehu,” “because he rideth fur- 
iously,” and-his prowess in the sud- 
dle has repeatedly astonished the fit- 
test and hardest equestrians in the 
kingdom. Apropos of Lord Robert’s 
fondness for children we recall a cur- 
ious adventure he met with one day 
in India. While visiting one of the 
native bazears a pretty little child, 
the two-year-old daughter of the shop- 
keeper, ran into the shop. The temp- 
tution proved too much for ‘‘Bobs,” 
and he caught the little one in his 
arms and pretended to carry her off. 
The child’s mother, thinking he was 
kidnapping her baby in earnest, rush- 
ed upon him with the impetus of a 
tigress’s leap. She snatched the tere 
rified child from him, and, inveigh- 
ing him in her native tongue, drove 
the astonished hero of a hundred 
fights out of doors. ‘That day,’’ says 
Lord Reberts when he tells the story, 
“I was defeated in India!”

DOVER A GREAT PORT. 
A Great Deal of Work Is Being Done 
on Its Navy Yard. 
It is not generally realized that the 
naval harbor works at Dover have 
been in hand for twelve years. Dover 


was used as a base for the fleets 
which the Romans maintained for the 


| suppression of the pirates of North. 


ern Europe. Sir Walter Raleigh re-, 
commended Dover for development as 
& naval base, and ater? III. did 

ding a new 
pier there. 

In more recent times Dover has 
been the subject of much talk and 
comparatively little action, Three 
royal commissions sat on a proposal 
to build a harbor there in the middle 
of last century—one in 1840, another 
in 1844, and a third in the following 
year. All that resulted, however, was 


|the Admiralty Pier, begun in 1847 and 


not completed until twenty years 
after. 

Many years later the Dover Har- 
bor Board brought forward a scheme 
for the commercial development of 
the port, and their plans were actually 
sanction in 1891. Soon after, how: 
ever, they were modified owing to the 
decision of the Admiralty to construct 
there a “national harbor of refuge,” 
the contract for which was let to 
Messrs. Pearson & Son in 1895, and 
which the Prince of Wales opened re- 
cently, : 

The work has been a tedious one, 
and it is open to doubt—in naval 
circles, to openly expressed doubt— 


| whether the place will ever be wort! 


what has been spent on it. The re- 
sult of the twelve year’s work is 4 
naval harbor 610 acres in extent, and 
a tiny commercial harbor (by court- 
The harbor is 
enclosed by the Admiralty Pier, 4,000 
feet long, the “eastern arm,” 3,320 
feet long, and the detached southern 
breakwater, 4,200 feet long. In addi- 
tion, a sea wall 3,850 feet long was 
built in connection with the reclama- 
tion of twenty-three acres of land at 
the eastern end of the harbor. During 
the twelve years of work, as many as 
two thousand men have been employ- 
ed at one time. 

The contruction of the eastern arm 
and of the Admiralty Pier extension 
were proceeded with simultaneously. 
Most of the concrete blocks - used 
weighed forty tons each, and were 
nlaced in position by powerful cranes. 
Three of these machines always fol- 
lowed each other on the works, the 
first preparing the sea bed, the second 
placing the blocks, and the third 
working the great diving bells for un- 
der-water work. The gantries for the 
crane railways were made of Austra- 
lian blue-gem, specially selected in 
the tree by a representative of Messrs. 
Pearson, sent to Tasmania for the 
purpose. Each of the piles was about, 
100 feet long, and their value, when 
prepared, was $2,500 each.

Modern war vessels become obsolete 
i i idity ; t_the mer- 
cantile marine shows many instances 
of iron vessels now in regular service 
at ages rivalling those of the ancient 
timber fabrics. Readers will recall 
the disastrous wreck of the New Zea- 
land steamer Penguin on Cape Tera- 
whiti; but it will surprise many to 
learn that ‘Ris vessel was built on 
the Clyde as far back as 1864 by Tod 
and MacGregor, the historic builders 
of Jules Verne’s famous blockade- 
runner.

SEEING UNDER WATER. 


The Refraction of Light and the Lim- 
iting Angle of Vision. 

One of the most pecullar things in 
connection with life under water is 
what is known as the limiting angle of 
vision, ‘This applies to fishes, divers, 
submarine crews and, in fact, any be- 
jug possessing the power of sight and 
desiring to look throngh the water at 
objects In the alr, The effect is not 
due to a defect in vision, but to the re- 
fraction or bending of light, and no 
telescope or other optical instrument 
can get around It, 

‘The effect. consists of the impossibil- 
ity of seeing anything on the outside 
unless the observer directs bis line. of

vertical. Ifa forty-nine degree angle or 
over is taken, the surface, no matter 
how clear the water is, acts as a per- 
fect mirror and reflects objects at the 
bottom of the water, thus not allowing 
anything on the outside to be seen. 
The consequence of this property is 
the most startling of all, for everything 
on the outside can be seen and thus 
has to be seen in the cone described 
by the forty-eight degree angle from 
the eye, This sbows all outside ob- 
jects huddled together and appearing 
high in air. Thus, if one dives into the 
middle of a wide river, on Jooking up 
the banks will appear close together, 
but, at a great distance from the ob- 
server, high io alr. 

This angle is called the “critical” an- 
gle and of course varies with the two 
media in contact. 

If one desires to make the experiment 
@ square glass box or an aquarium will 
answer very well, Suspend this from 
the celling or support it on a wall 
bracket and look under it at an angle. 
The phenomenon: will be observed as 
indicated. The clearer the water and 
the stronger the light the more clearly 
will things appear.

PASTOR RUSSELL PREACHES A 
THANKSGIVING SERMON, 


Text: “In Everything Give Thanks, 
For This Is the Will of God Con- 
cerning You In Christ Jesus (I. 
Thessalonians v, 18)—God Purposed 
That Blessing of World Should Be 
Accomplished by the Saviour. 


Bunady, Nov. 28.—Pastor Russell of 
Brooklyn Tabernacle preached to-day 
from the following text: “In every- 
thing give thanks, for this is the will 
of God concerning you in Christ 
Jesus’ (I. Thessalonians v, 18). He 
said: 

There is a beauty and consistency 
in the Bible which many overlook, to 
their own confusion, Falling to “right- 
ly divide the Word of Truth” (II. 
Timothy ii, 15), failing to discrimi- 
nate between the consecrated believers 
and the nominal believers of the 
world, which the Bible everywhere re- 
cognizes, has led to this confusion. 
To the logically-minded thus confus- 
ed, the Bible is an unreasonable 
Book, inconsistent with facts. 

These matters are well illustrated 
in our text, which was addressed, not 
to all mankind, nor to merely nomi- 
nal Christians—but to Christians, “in 

od the Father, and in the Lord 
Jesus Christ,’ as the introduction 
shows. This word in means some- 
thing more than is generally appre- 
ciated. Note the Saviour’s words, 
“If a man love me he will keep my 
words: and my Father will love him, 
and we will come unto him and make 
our abode with him.” “I am in my 
Father, and ye in me and I in vou” 
(John xiv, 20, 23). The whole testi- 
mony of the Scriptures is that those 
who attain to this glorious oneness 
with the Father and with the Son ure 
in all but a “‘little flock’ and amongst 
them are “not many great, not many 
wise, not many learned.” It is to 
this class alone that the Scriptures 
are addressed—though to some ex- 
tent including a justified clasp sup- 
posedly approaching this sanctified 
condition. hese may well be inform- 
ed by the Apostle that they should 
“in everything give thanks,” when in 
full harmony with the Divine will. 

But note the confusion of attempt- 
ing to apply these words to the world 
in eiaeel, What has the world to be 
thankful for — from its own stand- 
point? It knows not what God’s fu- 
ture purposes are, which, therefore, 
its consideration. 
And without that knowledge of coming 
blessings life is often so little appre- 
ciated that self-destruction is prefer- 
red. Undoubtedly the number of sui- 
cides would be far greater than it is. 
were it not for a certain fear or dread 
that the future might be more terrible 
than the present. 

The average man, heathen and civi- 
lized, knows that his coming into the 
world was without his consent. He 
eats and drinks and sleeps und lab- 
ors, because these are necessities. He 
has headaches and heartaches, and 
every other kind. Altogether his ex- 
perience is ‘‘of few years and full of 
trouble.” His chief pleasure is in 
hoping for and striving to attain pleas- 
ure. And when the “cup” of sup- 
posed happiness is in his hand, the 
gall of bitterness is found mingled 
with it, and its dregs are sorrows. 
Can such a mean be thankful? espe- 
cially if he has been taught the doc- 
trine of the ‘‘dark ages” respecting 
the future—that when he shall die 
he will either be ushered into a Pur- 
gatory of centuries or torture inde- 
scribable, or, worse still, that his lot 
will be to suffer endlessly—unless he 
should be one of the saints, which 
the well knows he is not, and. which 
we all know, as the Bible declares, 
are but “few.” Surely to~ cll une: 
such people for thankfulness to God 
would be an absurdity. And it is 
to the credit of the Scriptures that 
they are not thus absurd, and that 
our text is addressed, not to those 
who constitute the masses, but to the 
“little, flock’”’—the saints. 

Before "proceeding to apply our text 
to the class to which it-is addressed 
(the saints), we pause to consider the 
hope of the world in general, as set 
forth in the Scriptures. The knowl- 
edge of this hope is not granted to 
the world, but to tho saints—that tney 
might know, might appreciate, the 

acious purposes of God toward man- 

ind in general; and that. thev might 
understand also the Divine intention 
respecting their co-operation with God 
in the blessings he purpo#@s to bring 
eventually to all the fumilies of the 
earth, 

The explanation of the sorrows of 
the world is given in the Bible; which 
tells us that sin lies at the door and 
that the mental, moral and physical 
blemishes which cause humanity such 
distress are incidental to the penalty 
Pronounced against sin; namely 
death. “The soul that sinneth, it 
shall die.” Because Father Adam 
when on trial representatively for his 
Tace sinned and came under sin’'s 
penalty, “Dying thou” shalt die,” 
therefore all his children sharing in 
his, imperfections are likewise imper- 
fect—sinners, as St. Paul explains 
(Roamns v, 12). Thus, during sixty 
centuries, approximately twenty thou- 
sand millions of Adam’s children 
have been “born in sin and shapen 
in iniquity,” dnd have come into the 
world condemned and dying, mentul- 
ly, morally and physically, 

Divine sympathy exercised toward 
this race of sinners provided a Saviour 
“who for the joy that was set before 
him” sacrificed his life—for the worlu 
(John iii, 16), “Jesus Christ by the 
grace of God tusted death for every 
man.” Then instead of dealing with 
the world, instead of saving the 
world, instead of setting up the pro- 
mised Kingdom to bless the world 
the Saviour did something else. And 
this which he has been doing from 
the time of his death until now the 
Apostle explains to us is “a mystery ‘ 
(I, Corinthians xv, 51; Ephesians 1, 
®; Romans xi, 25). ‘The mystery of 
God” the world does not understand.

One 
of these is that God does not love the 
world and has never purposed its sal- 
vation; but that, on the contrary, he 
fore-orduined und predestinated that 
all except the “elect suints’” should 
suffer eterna] torture, because he wish- 
ed to have it so. Another wrong the- 
ory which guined acceptance was 
that whilst God wishes to save the 
world, he finds himself unabie to do 
80, because hanuicupped by human 
self-will und by the aggressiveness of 
Satan, who has blinded and deceived 
the vast majority and has them com- 
pletely in his powtr through ignor- 
ance and superstition, ‘This theory 
tells us that God loves the world, in- 
cluding the heathen millions, and that 


*| he longs to have the Gospel taken 


to them, but cannot do sv, except 
through human agency, and is dis- 
appointed and buftled, because those 
who profess to be his people fail to 
raise sufficient missionery donations. 

To rational minds these theories 
which satisfied in the past are no 
longer satisfactory; hence many .are 
turned to infidelity. As the Scriptures 
say, “My people perish for lack of 
knowledge’ (Hosea iv, 6). 

Leaving these unsatisfactory errors 
of the “dark ages’’ and going buck 
to the Scriptures we find their teach- 
ings consistent; namely, that as soon 
as the ‘‘mystery,’’ the Church, ia com- 
pleted, the blessing of God will pro- 
ceed through The Christ (Head and 
members) to the world. As it is writ- 
ten, “In thy Seed shall all the fami- 
lies of the earth be blessed.” The 
mystery, be it known, is that the spir 
itual “Seed of Abraham” is not the 
Lord Jesus only, but includes also 
his members—the Church. As we read, 
“Tf ye be Chirst’s, then are ye Abra- 
ham’s Seed, and heirs according to 
the promise” (Galatians iii, 29). 

According to the Scriptures the 
blessing of God will proceed through 
Spiritual Israel, a ‘Royal  Priest- 
hood,” “after the order of Melchize- 
dec,”” to natural Israel under the 
terms of their New Covenant (Jere- 
miah xxxi, 31). During the Millennial 
Age under the spiritual Kingdom of 
The Christ (operating through the 
earthly Kingdom of Israel) all na- 
tions will be instructed, enlightened, 
bléssed. Not only so, but the merit of 
Christ will then be applied also ‘on. 
behalf of the thousands of millions 
who haye gone down into the prison- 
house of death — sheol, hades — the 
grave. The Church will constitute 
the ‘First Resurrection,’ “His resur- 
rection.” All sharing in it will at- 
tain life on the spirit plane like unto 
the angels, but superior, ‘far nbove 
angels.” Later during the Millen- 
nium the world will return from the 
tomb, “every man in his own order” 
(I. Corinthians xv, 23). And the re- 
surrecting process will continue with 
them, to the intent that the willing 
and obedient may continue to rise 
radually towards perfection and final- 
y attain it; while at the same time 
the earth will be rejuvenated and be- 
come the promised ‘Paradise reguin- 
ed’t—restored (Acts iii, 19-21), 

Looking déwii\into the future pro- 
phetically the Psulmiist exclaims, in 
view of the Kingdom blessings ‘prom- 
ised to the world, “O give thanks 
unto the Lord, for he is good for his 
mercy endureth forever!” It is the 
mercy of God toward us and toward 
all who need his mercy and who de- 
sire it that is the ground for thanks 
giving. True, praise must come from 
thankful hearts, and in order to be 
properly thankiul, one must see more 
than is now visible to those-who have 
not the eye of faith and the ear of 
faith and the Divine revelation re- 
specting things to come. But it is 
these very opportunities that the 
Lord’s consecrated ones OBSERE t 
“Blessed are your eyeg, for they see 
and your ears, for they hear.’’ Not 
only so, but to the extent that any- 
one’s eyes see and his ears hear of 
the grace of God he has responsibility. 
To possess the knowledge of God and 
to disdain it is to receive the grace of 
God in vain, whether more or less (II. 
Corinthians vi, 1). 

God’s people not only give thanks 
for the blessings of the future which 
they receive by faith, but additionally 
they appreciate blessings granted to 
them in advance in the present life 
and give thanks for these.

We 
were lifted from the horrible pit and 
the miry clay of sin and condemna. 
tion and our feet were placed upon the 
Rock Christ Jesus. It was in conse. 
quence of this that a new song was 
put into our mouth, even the loving 
kindness of our God, And this is the 
first cause for our thankfulness, Ali 
other blessings rest upon thia blessing 
and all other thanksgivings should 
properly, therefore, include thanks for 
this blessing. 

Additionally after being instified we 
were inducted into a still further 
frsce or privilege, namely, the privi- 
lege of DecOmnng members of the Bod 
of Christ, members of the ‘‘mystery” 
class. The invitation to this class

ing! What shall we render unto the 
Lord our God ‘or uli his benefits to- 
wards us? ‘We will take the cup of 
salvation (his cup, the cup—of self- 
sacrifice) and cal; upon the name of 
the Lord (for assistance to drink of 
the Master’s cup). We will pay our 
vows of coneecrition unto the Lord— 
publicly before all his people’ (Psalm 
exvi, 12-14), 


“Every joy he sends me ; 
Comes a sweet and glad surprise.” 


The very fact that we do not know 
everything; the fact that we are ever 
ieurning as pupils in the School of 
Christ, so fur from being a cause of 
lisappointment, is a source of pleus- 


ure. The heart that has come into 
Taitn-union and communion with tne 


Lord learns something more duily re- 
specting the Heavenly Father’s love 
and care, and euch fresh item of 
knowledge is_a new well-spring of 
pleasure.” “He satisfieth the longing 
soul,” “Blessed are they that hunger 
and thirst after righteousness, for 
they shall be filled.’”” ‘Goodness and 
<nercy follow me all the days of my 
ife.” These are tne experiences of 
hose ripe Christians called upon by 
the Apostle to give thanks unto God 
in every mutter and to know that this 
is God’s will in respect to all those 
who are members of Christ — “‘in 
Christ Jesus’ (Psulm cvii, 9; Mat- 
thew v, 6; Psalm xxiii, 6).

The basis of all these blessings and 
tejoicings both as respects the future 
und the present experiences is faith.

So, then, let every man to the ex- 
tent of his enlightenment appreciute 
and confess the Almighty God and 
give thanks unto his name, because 
ue is good and because his mercy en- 
dureth forever, And let those who 
have tasted of his grace pursue on, 
that they may grow in grace, grow in 
knowledge, grow in faith and grow in 
character-likness to our God.

| SCENES 1N AND AROUND ON- 
TARIO'S NEW SILVER CAMP. 


|Music Is Used to Break the Tedium 
of the Isolated Littie City and Pool 
Parlors Are to Be Found In the 
Wilderness—White Shirts Are Rare 
and Children Are Unknown — Men 
‘Who Have Done Well, 


From the broad verandah which 
adds a rough ornamentation to the 
largest hotel in this queer little min- 
ling city, 1 looked southward across 
{the bays and inlets of Lake Gow- 
ganda, just as the sun was retiring 
behind the dark forest growth of jack 
pine to the west, suys J. 8. Crate, in 
Lhe World. 

To the left the tents and shacks 
and the more pretentious buildings 
lined themselves in an irregular way 
thut seemed to have some relation to 
the vagaries of the shore. It was a 
strange town, more than a mile in 
length, with no. depth, and not the 
semblance of order. ‘The place looked 
as though it had just happened, and 
4s a matter of fact, that is the ex- 
planation. There were no streets and 
the people moved among the build- 
ings alorg an irregular trail. The 
nearest semblance to a street was at 
the end of the old winter road, where 
a score of buildings had grouped 
themselves in something like orderiy 
alignment. 

As the shades of early sunset gath- 
ered into darkness the buildings seem- 
ed to vanish as spectres dissolve from’ 
the picture. The white tents could be 
still distinguished, but as darkness 
gathered in its intensity these, too, be- 
came more indistinct and vanished 
also. 


Meanwhile lights commenced to 
wink at the windows; tents were sud- 
denly aglow with a phosphorescent ra- 
diance intensified by the unsurrender- 
ing blackness of the forest setting. 

he lake seemed to gather light by 
the mir: of its glassy surface, Ca- 
noes stole silently here and there 
acroas the bay, which would otherwise 
have been undetected but for the 
rhythmical rub of the paddles against 
the sides, 

Far down the lake a light shone out 
onthe blackness, and the ears could 
detect ‘behind it the rapid throb of a 

line engine. It was coming in 
fom the west side mines with its 
load of passengers. 

To the right was a tent almost big 
enough to shelter a circus side show. 
From this came the sounds of lively 
music and the voice of a woman sing- 
ing a song from one of the latest 
musica] comedies. The merchant who 
owned the tent had learned that his 
family could break the monotony of 
frontier life by the magic of music 
‘while the camp found solace in their 


songs. 

The click of pool balls had become 
audible from inside the hotel. Voices 
were becoming louder with the simple 
excitements of the camp. Other poul 
tables were going in full ewing in the 
hotels further down the shore. Ths 
night restaurants were as resplendent 
with lights as oil illuminants would 
permit. The constant moving of ca- 
noes in and out of the darkness was 
puzzling until it was explained that 
the men moved about from one sec- 
tion of the town to another in this 


way. 

Finally a gasoline launch nosed up 
to the shore and a young man ran 
up to the hotel entrance. Once inside 
he danced around the stove to get his 
blood in circulation. ‘‘Av’ bein oot fer 
an ‘oor an’ am verra neer frozen,” 
he said. ‘The mon couldna run the 
engine. He tweested every tup he cud 
lay his hands on. Then a mon kem fra 
anither boat and set the thing agoin’.”’ 

Inside the place was filled with men. 
All wore long leather boots, which 
reach almost to the knees, and many 
wore the broad felt hat of the typical 
frontieraman. A white shirt or collar 
in that group would have commanded 
instant notice. On the whole they 
were young men ranging in years from 
eighteen to thirty-five. There was an 
entire absence of children. The con- 
versation was all about the. mines 
or about freighting down the “branch” 
—all of which is done by packmen and 
eanoes. Some of these men spoke in 
langu: that indicated familiarity 
with ‘the drawing-room, back in the 
older centres of civilization. Investi- 
gation proved that many of them 
were .P.8. men, graduates of 
Princeton, Harvard, McGill or Toron- 
to. There were many foreigners, too, 
who gathered in groups and convers- 
ed in the tongues of far-off lands. 
These men were mostly workmen at 
the mines. 

The absence of a printing establish- 
ment was indicated by the queer ad- 
vertisements on the walls. One ad- 
vised : 

“Be up-to-date and have your let- 
ters typewritten by Tom Chitty.” 

Two young druggists were pointed 
out to me. They had come in with 
the rush with a stock of $100 worth of 
goods. They were making muney, had 
a good stock, first-class credit outside 
and a substantial bank account. ' 

I met Scobie, the barber, who one 
day last winter gathered up hia razors 
in a Toronto store and started north. 
Scobie has shaved $1,000 net profit off 
the faces of the men of the north and 
has it “planted” in the bank. He 
Pays $25 a month rent for a shop 
about tén by twelve, employs an as- 
sistant, charges 25 cents for a shave 
and banks $75 a week. Scobie is get- 
ting on. 

I dropped into one of the three 
chartered banks at Gowganda, and 
asked as to the kind of business trans. 
re ly all ad 
* “It js nearly all a deposit jugines: 
with us,” he said, “Men et the 
mines have few ways of spending ther. 
proney and we carry a great inany suy- 
ings’ accounts, We ulso make up the 
Rey rolls for various mining intercstg, 

hese vary from $7,000 per mon 
lown to $500. There are few requesta 
lor loans, as no one comes into tha 
mining country without sufficient 
money to see him through.”

eiong the line, The traveler ssys to 
aimself: ‘This must be the result of 
big general scheme planned and con- 
{etantly nursea along by sumebudy. 1t 
isn’t by chance thut ull the station 
agents of the U,P.K, have become en- 
thusiastic gardeners, making their 
premises biossom and glow with color 
and beauty, instead of leaving them 
no less unsightly and dirty than ordin- 
ary backyards. Some one has done 
something very unusual in bringing 
about this almost uniform beautitica- 
tion of station grounds along the 
whole length of a vast transcontinen- 
tyl railroad.” 

The traveler is right. Nothing of 
the kind ever transpires without a 
plan, and every good plan has behind 
ta directing mind. But the traveler 
perhaps never learns who is the direct- 
ing mind in this notable instance. 
Mr. R. 8. Dunlop of Montreal is the 
man. He is the chief of the C.P.R. 
floral department. Time was when 
most of the station premises of this 
road were scarcely different in appear- 
ance from those of any jerk-water line. 
In the largest cities, towns, and junc- 
tions the railway gardens were im- 
proved by the cultivation of good turt, 
and flower beds were planted too. 
But they had no distinction. They 
were rather screggy, and exhibited no 
particular taste. The grounds of the 
small stations were mostly eye-sores. 
Many of them were piled up with cin- 

ers and muck and the overflow of the 
freight sheds—old boxes and barrels 
and all sorts of rubbish. And those 
that were tidy were nothing more; 
they were not beautiful. Then along 
came Mr. Dunlop with an idea. He 
had dreams of a chain of well-kept 
flower gardens right across the coun- 
try. He told the authorities at head- 
quarters what he wanted to do—en- 
Gourage the employes of the road to 
make every stopping-point of a C.P.R. 
train a beauty ree The authorities 
told him to go ahead. But any good 

lan is difficult of achievement. Mr. 
unlop had his troubles at first, for 
it required patience and tact and much 
work to develop 1,500 gardeners and 
gardens. But there are to-day just 
that number of gardéns on the C.P.R. 
between St. John, N.B., and Vancou- 
ver, B.C. 

Thirteen years ago Mr. Dunlop be- 
gan sending out to the station agents 
and section foremen of the road, free 
of charge, seeds in the spring and 
bulbs in the fall, all selected with the 
utmost care, and accompanied by in- 
structions for their culture. This was 
the start of the scheme, which is now 
carried out in a way that fulfils, per- 
haps exceeds, his expectations. Last 
spring he distributed over 1,500 pick- 
ages of seeds. Recently he dis’ i- 
buted half a million bulbs. The agents 
and foremen and their families are 
now most enthusiastic gardeners. 
They vie with one another in having 
beautiful gardens and indoor floral de- 
corations fur the buildings in their 
charge; and in so doing not only give 
pleasure to the traveling public but 
to themselves, 


Why Cook Didn't Come. 

The American newspapers have been 
recently making investigations into 
the financial gains that have fallen 
to Dr. Frederick Cook through his 
assertion that he discovered the North 
Pole, and it has been shown that by 
geting into the lecture field quickly 

e has been able to mint the suspi- 
cions which have been cast upon his 
narrative into gold. According to all 
accounts his present fee is $300 a night 
for public appearance and he appears 
to be finding local managers willing

* SALT IN MANITOBA. 


James Monkman Manufactured 


Fifty Years Ago. 

It would be news to most readers 
to be told that salt was produced from 
the Winnipegosis brine fifty years 
ago, writes J. B. Tyrrell in Canada 
West. James Monkman made salt al 
Swan River, Duck River and at Sali 
Springs four hundred yards from the 
lake. Many years ago the Hudson 
Bay Co. profitably manufactured sali 
at Swan River, when on the Red 
River the price of salt was twelve 
shillings a bushel—or one hundred 
weight of flour. 

Monkman’s works were of the most 
primitive description. When he found 
a spring he dug a hole five feet across 
and five feet deep, with a couple oj 
tough stone walls alongside, und a 
chimney at one end. On this con. 
struction he set hia shallow kettles, 
and ladled in the brine to be evapor- 
ated by the wood fire below. When 
winter came the kettles were turned 
upside down where they were and 
left there until business was resumed 
in_the spring. 

Professor Hind found that Monk. 
man knew nothing of the use of the 
Arete or of solar evaporation. The 

innipegosis brines are not so strong 
as those which come from the rock 
salt of Cheshire, and at present the 
cheapening of transportation to the 
prairies may have rendered them, fo1 
the time being, unprofitable. But ] 
should not be surprised any day te 
learn that some enterprising manu 
facturer has appealed to the Govern 
ment for the protection of a native 

roduct, with a view to satisfying 
anitoba’s needs from Manitoba’: 
supplies. 

n the salt country, too, there are 
rocks almost ideally suited for the 
manufacture of cement, and I found 
a large deposit of gypsum, from 
which, presently, no doubt, the cor 
nices of elegant homes will be inanu- 
factured. . 

On the banks of the Saskatchewan, 
near Lake Winnipeg, I found a beach, 
ten per cent. of the material of which 
was amber of a good 
enough to make fortunes out of, sc 
long as it is not convenient for trans 
portation, but good enough to talk 
ubout and good enough to use.

environment and early life of a man 
| later known to fame. 

Canada’s Prime Minister had an un- 
ostentatious beginning and a rapid 
rise, as his talents warranted. Bixty- 
eight years ago the County of L’As- 
somption, to the northeast of Mont- 
real, was a reinote backwoods sort of 
settlement. Carolus Laurier was 1 
land surveyor, finding employment 
| through a considerable range of set- 
tling country When Wilfrid was born 
at St. Lin on Nov. 20, 1841, there was 
no silver spoon in his mouth and no 


| fortune to bestow on his education. 


SIR WILFRID LAURIER'S BIRTHPLACE. 


After the parish school, the boy spent 
his thirteenth year at school in an 
English settlement at New Glasgow, 
| six miles distant, where he learned 
the language he afterwards used to 
| such advantage that captious critics © 
| complain that the Premier 
speaks French with an English accent. 

Following the year at New Glasgow, 

where he boarded at Nancy Kirk’s. 
| aud conversed and clerked after school 
| hours in the Murray store, Wilfrid 
| was sent to L’Assomption College, in 

the village of L’Assomption, eighteen 
| miles southeast of St. tin. 
| riers bi | the years at this college, 
| the future leader took a law course at 
| McGill University, Montreal, and was 
called to the Bar in 1864. His first 
practice was for two years in Mont- 
real. and at the end of 1866 he moved 
to Arthabaskaville. His first few 
months at law here were varied by hia 
editorship of a small country paper, 
called Le Defricheur (The Settier). 
| Law, however, soon took strong hold 
| on him, and Arthabaska, as it is now 
| known, has been associated with his 
| Mame ever since, though since 1896 
it has seen but little of him. 
__ 8t. Lin is now served by a railroad, 
& branch of the Canadian Pacific ter- 
minating there, with a somewhat in- 
| frequent service. §t. Lin is, for all, a 
rigid French-speaking community, and 
an English-speaking visitor had some 
difficulty in having his language un- 
derstood r Nb a through the vil- 
lage, its banks lined with bending 
trees which one likes to fancy once 
sheltered the slender form of the fu- 
ture Premier, is the River Lachagan. 
Two of the four buildings successive. 
| ly used as parish schools during the 
| period of Wilfrid Laurier’s instruc. 
tion here remain, though now occu- 
| Pied otherwise, and it is a proud 
day when M. Jules Ethier, the sole 
| surviving St. Lin school chum of the 
| Premier, may point out the buildings 
and tell of the times of sixty -yeara 
| ago. “Ah, oui, he was a fine scholar, 
and so Populaire,” declares M. Ethier 
| in his insufficient English. The. 
| house in which Sir Wilfrid was born 
| Was removed over forty years ago, 

and the land is to-day occupied by a 
| blacksmith shop and a newer resi- 
| dence. The parish church, too, is a 

new one, though the adjoining céme- 
tery is unchanged, and here were 
buried Sir Wilfrid’s father and moth- 
er, It is proposed to shortly erect a 
monument in 8t. Lin in honor of 
| the Premier, and it is possible that 
| its location will be near the church, 
and will command a view of the site 
of St. Wilfrid’s birthplace, 

From 8t. Lin across country to New 
| Glasgow the road follows the valley of 
| the Lachagan through a picturesque 
| country, passing on the way Nancy 

Kirk's house, once the boarding- 
| house of Sir Wilfrid. The present oc- 
cupants, are evidently unused fo 
strangers, for at sight of @ camera 
blinds were drawn, shutters closed 
| and doors locked, ~ . 

f Aseomptlon, too, is now on a 
railway, the O.N.Q. between Quebco 
and Montreal touching its fringes. 
The college has grown in accommoda- 
tion and is now a big educational 
factor. The twin spires of the parish 
church and the quaint old houses of 
the by-streets reoall the early days 
of French Qanada. From here to 
Arthabaska is a lengthy jump. in 
miles, but finds little change in the 
appearance of the country.

Aihabaska to-day 
is larger than in thé early days of 
Laurier. It‘is still'three miles from 
a railway, but it is progressive, fts” 
people are prosperous French-Cana- 
dians, and the country road to. the 
Station at Victoriaville is lighted by 
electricity at night—a ‘“‘great white 
way” on a small scale.

THE MIRAGE. 


Conditions That Make Possible This 
Beautiful Illusion. 

| About that natural phenomenon, the 

mirage, much mystery clung in days 

of old, but science explains it as read- 

fly as the rainbow, 

The fata morgana of the strait of 
| steautun and the specter of the Brock- 
en were nothing more In sober renlity 
than mere inirage. 

A mirage may occur at any place 
| where the denser stratum of air is 
‘placed above the Hghter stratum, thus 
| mon sur the rays of light, the com- 


mon surface of the two stratums act- 
ing as a mirror, 

In looming mirages distant objects 
show an extravagant increase in ver- 
|tical height without alteration in 
Drendth. Distant hummocks of ice are 
thus muguified futo immense towers 
nud pinnacles, and a ship {s sometimes 
abnormally drawn out until it appears 
twelve or thirteen times as high as ié 
{s long. Rocks nre seen drawn up to 
ten of twelve times their proper 
height. Houses as well as human be- 
ings and animals appear in like exag- 
| gerated shape. 

Another form of mirnge 1s when a 
ship or sonte other object near the 
water scems greatly elongated and a 
second iuverted image meets it from 
ubove, 

Sometimes the proper image of the 
object Is elevated far nbove the sen, 
while the second Image strangely ap- 
pears Inverted beneath It, the whole 
surrounded by n shect of sky which is 
mirrored and repented within It. 

In 1882 in the arctic region Captain 
Scoresby recognized by its inverted 


Fame, which afterward proved to be 
seventeen miles beyond the visible ho- 
rizon of his observation. 

One August evening in 1806 Dr, 
Vince saw from Ramsgate, at which 
place only the tops of Dover castle 
| towers are usually visible, the whole 
of the castle, It appenred as though 
Ufted up and bodily placed on the near 
side of the Intervenlug hill. So per- 
fect was this tlusion that ¢he hill ft 
self nctually could not be seen through 
thé figure. 

Some forms of mirage are Interal as 
well ng vertical, arising from ufiequal 
density of two contiguous vertical bod- 
fes of uir, Thus on Luke Geneva a 
bont has been seen double, the twe 
iinages some distance apart, 

Persons buve been duplicated tn the 
sime way, Any one on a bot day by 
placing his eye near to n heated wall 
muy see lateral mirages of objects at 
a distance uud nearly ov a line with 
the wall, 

Mirages are very frequent on des- 
erts or the large sandy plains which 
abound In the southwestern stutes and 
territories, Many a panting wagon 
train has pushed on in joyous haste 
at the sight of w green grove-or Hmpid 
luke, only to be cruelly disappointed at 
the fuding away of the vision, Is ft 
any wonder that the natives and In- 
dians regard the plhevomenon as. the
